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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant alleges Huang does not provide for a 
magnetic field that attracts magnetic particles to a bottom. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The magnet is located below the device 
([0139]); accordingly, one of ordinary skill in the magnetic art would readily recognize that the magnetic particles would at least be 
directed/attracted in the direction towards the bottom of the device. The claim does not require that the residue formed be actually in 
contact to the bottom but merely located at the bottom. The bottom is a vague/ambiguous claim term in this use. It is not clear from the 
claim whether material must actually touch the bottom wall to be at the bottom or not. Applicant alleges that no residue is formed. This is 
not convincing. Applicant is reminded that limitations are not to be imparted from the specification into the claims. Accordingly, while 
Huang provides separation therefrom of the individual microdiscs from each other; these microdiscs may still form a residue upon a bottom 
since there is no definition of a residue requiring an agglomeration of particles therein. Furthermore, the definition of residue is "something 
that remains after a part is taken, separated...". With respect to Colin, the reference was taught in to address the deficiency of Huang of 
having a plurality of second receptacles. 
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
